eff Foxworthy plumbed into 
a humor mine that had 
largely been ignored by the 
bulk of stand-up comics. 
While the nameless wise- 
acres ran up and down the same 
roads of hip, foul-mouthed humor, 
each trying to outdo the other in the 
realm of “coolness,” Foxworthy went 
hick. He saw “bubbas” as buddhas in 
bibs...that is, there was knowledge to 
be gained on at least what not to do in 
life from studying the characters that 
filled the world of his Southern roots. 

Foxworthy became a _ very 
wealthy man when he started talking 
about people who wear tube tops to 
funerals and stare at cans of orange 
juice because they say “concentrate.” 
And there wasn’t a four-letter word 
except “beer” that had to pass his lips 
in the process. 

Foxworthy hit the vein that pits 
the “sophisticates” against rubes 
when he began his “you might be a 
redneck if...” line of comparative 
humor. As in: 

“Sophisticated people play the

Rednecks attend yard 
sales...if you have enough patience, 
you can get a whole houseful of fur- 
niture for $1.25.”

best selling author of 11 books. 

He currently stars in and execu- 
tive produces the television series, 
“Blue Collar TV,” which he created 
for the WB network, and co-stars Bill 
Engvall and Larry the Cable Guy. 

“Blue Collar TV” came about due 
to the success of Blue Collar Comedy 
Tour, The Movie and the concert tour 
of the same name. The movie pre- 
miered on Comedy Central and was 
the highest rated movie in the chan- 
nel’s history. It has sold more than 2.5 
million units on DVD. The sound- 
track for this movie has been certified 
gold and continues to chart in the 
Billboard Comedy Chart's top 10. 

Foxworthy is busy on other 
fronts as well. He was the subject of a 
recent roast on Comedy Central and 
hosted April’s CMT Awards show. 

And he still makes time for what 
started it all in the first place...his 
stand-up act...which he brings to 
Harrah’s Laughlin’s Rio Vista 
Outdoor Amphitheater Saturday, 
April 16.

night competition at a local club. 

“I had a good job,” Foxworthy 
says of his days as a mainframe com- 
puter technician. “I wore a suit and 
carried a tool box. But I was the guy 
who was always getting in trouble 
for doing imitations of the boss in the 
break room.” 

And the amateur night competi- 
tion? 

“T won.” 

That first victory was all it took 
for Foxworthy to quit his job for the

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uncertainty and rigors of the comedy 
circuit. 

“My mother and father thought I 
had lost my mind,” he recalls. “It 
sounds hokey now, but I knew 30 sec- 
onds into my act that this was what I 
wanted to do with the rest of my life. 
I fell in love with it.” 

But Jeff Foxworthy is not an 
overnight success story. For the first 
six years of his new career, he was 
practically on a first-name basis with 
every Holiday Inn manager in the 
country. Foxworthy would typically 
put in a grueling 48 weeks a year on 
the road, sometimes making as little 
as $20 a night. But the hard work 
began paying off as he found himself 
winning national and regional come- 
dy competitions, and building a fan 
base in the process. 

In 1990, he won the American 
Comedy Awards title of “Best Stand- 
up Comic.” The award earned him a 
place opening for acts like Garth 
Brooks, The Judds, Jay Leno and 
Wynton Marsalis. 

According to Foxworthy, the 
“redneck” schtick started out inno- 
cently enough. Audiences outside of 
the South seemed to automatically 
assume that he was a_ redneck 
because of his Georgian accent. He 
set out to prove that being a redneck 
wasn’t a matter of geography, but one 
of attitude. 

“It’s not a matter of where you 
live or how much money you’ve got,” 
he states. “What it is, is an absolute 
lack of sophistication. Anywhere 
you've got flannel shirts, you’ve got 
rednecks.” 

The popularity of the redneck 
routine was also not limited by geog- 
raphy. In 1994, Foxworthy released 
the CD You Might Be a Redneck ff... 
Within months of its release, it 
became the first comedy album to go 
triple platinum (more than three mil- 
lion sold). It has since become the 
largest selling comedy recording of 
all time. 

“IT was selling all these records 
and doing all these concerts all over 
the country,” Foxworthy said. “Not 
just Alabama and Georgia. I’m talk- 
ing about selling out Denver and 
Seattle and Chicago.” 

Soon, Foxworthy found himself a 
regular on shows like “The Tonight 
Show” and “The Late Show with 
David Letterman.” And his two years 
on his own show, “The  leff 


Foxworthy Show,” netted the come- 
dian a People’s Choice Award for 
Favorite Male Newcomer. He was 
also named Comedian of the Year by 
TNN for three years running. 

Foxworthy is also the author of 
nine bestselling books. To date, his 
books have sold more than 3.8 mil- 
lion copies, and his calendars have 
topped 1.5 million in sales. 

In 1996, Foxworthy’s book No 


Shirt, No Shoes, No Problem! spent 
more than two months on The New 
York Times Bestsellers List and sold 
more than 600,000 copies. The book 
was more autobiographical than 
straight comedy, and touched on the 
importance of family in Foxworthy’s 
life. The book includes stories of 
growing up in an Atlanta suburb and 
according to Foxworthy, “it’s a book 
for the library instead of the back of

Even though the show seems 
like it is about Elvis, it is really about 
a man who portrays him. That is why 
it is called “Dream King”...it is a true 
tribute show. 


Q. What makes your take on Elvis 
different? 

A. It is not my portraying him. It 
is his music that I feel. It is the pas- 
sion for his music. But being the best 
is never enough...what counts the 
most is pleasing the audience. 


Q. You spent time in Italy in your 
teens. What was the music scene like 
there and where did your love of rockabil- 
ly come into play? 

A. Music in Italy in those days 
was in two groups: group one was 
your typical Euro-pop Italian music, 
and group two was hearing what 
came over the airwaves from the U.S. 

I was listening to group two and 
my musical influence was Elvis. I 
became my own artist recording my 
own music and I realized that per- 
forming Elvis’ music made me happy 
and the closest thing to that was rock- 
abilly... 


Q. What kind of musical background 
do you have personally? 

A. I started out as a drummer at 
the age of nine. I soon switched to 
guitar (there was less stuff to carry). 
While playing the guitar, I got skills 
in singing and soon my instrument 
became my voice. 


Q. How much preparation went into 
your portrayal? 

A. I think that the preparation 
still goes on. It becomes a lifetime 
experience. Prior to going on stage, I 
take my time (about an hour) getting 
ready.

Native American petroglyphs left by a tribe or 
tribes unknown adorn the walls of this canyon 
located near Christmas Tree Pass northwest of 
Laughlin.

Havasu National Wildlife Refuge 


4,000 acres of ponds, open bays and channels 
laced with cattail and bulrush stands. This area 
includes the Topock Marsh of Mohave Valley, 
located some 30 miles south of Laughlin on 
Arizona Highway 95. These marshes provide 
havens for a myriad of species of birds, mam- 
mals and reptiles including the rare Yuma 
Clapper Rail. Dove, quail, beaver, bald eagles, 
desert tortoise and other wild life can be sight- 
ed. Fishing allowed. For more information call 
760-326-3853. 


Located in Pyramid Canyon just north of 
Laughlin and named in 1941 for then Director 
of Reclamation, Arthur Powell Davis, the $67 
million earth and rock filled embankment 
along the Colorado River has a concrete spill- 
way, intake structure and power plant. The 
dam is 200 feet high and was completed in 
1953 to control flash floods and to generate 
hydroelectric energy. A rock formation resem- 
bling a bull’s head was located behind the pre- 
sent dam and was flooded by the waters of 
Lake Mohave when the project was complet- 
ed. The construction town below the dam was 
named Bullhead City in honor of this forma- 
tion. 


Mohave County Museum 


Located at 400 West Beale Street in Kingman, 
Arizona, the museum offers displays of early 
Native American artifacts as well as historical 
displays of tools, clothing, treasures and art 
from around the county. Open 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m., Mondays through Fridays and from 1 
p.m. to 5 p.m.

The Arizona mountains visible from Laughlin 
casinos hold a fascinating array of wildlife and 
vistas.

Katherine Mine 


All that is left of this once booming late 19th 
century gold mine are concrete foundation 
pillars and abandoned tunnels. The ruins are 
located near the Katherine Landing area along 
a ridge running east of the turn-off to the 
Telephone Cove. In its prime, the mine 
employed approximately 200 miners (one of 
the most famous being Western novelist Louis 
L'Amour) and brought over 300 tons of ore out 
of the ground worth from $20 million to $40 
million.
